THE TWO BROTHERS RIDE FOUR OF THE SIX 
NEW ORLEANS WINNERS. 

Owners MacManus and Pons Each Bag Two Races 
—Rifle Shooter Defeated by Oratorium — New 
Claiming Rule. 



Now Orleans. I, a., January 21. — The MeTaggart 
Ixiys. James MacManus and F. J. Puns, were con- 
spicuously successful at the Fair Grounds this after- 
noon. .1. MeTaggart won with three of his mounts, 
including Presumption and Oratorium, both owned 
by James MacManus, and his third success came 
in the fifth race, while astride Miss Waters, owned 
by F. J. Pons. The latter’s colors had previously 
been caried to victory in the opener, when Meddling 
Miss, ridden by T, MeTaggart. won over Savilla. 

Another banner crowd was in attendance at the 
course, the summery weather being a factor in 
bringing out the full strength of the racing en- 
thusiasts here, liig fields were the rule in most 
of the dashes, the second race having the limit 
number. It also brought a mishap that fortunately 
resulted in nothing more serious than a shaking 
up for jockey W. Lilley. This came during the 
stretch racing, when ltoy swerved into the others 
and struck John Bunny hard enough to turn him 
around and unseat Lilley. The latter rode in the 
lol lowing race. 

The mile allowance race was regarded as the 
best offering on the card and it furnished an upset 
in the failure of Ritle Shooter, the outstanding 
favorite. Interference suffered during the early 
running cut a prominent part in his defeat. F. 
Adams on Greenwood was mostly to blame for the 
rough riding and he was suspended for six days 
by Judge Murphy. The Cochran stable furnished the 
beaten favorite. 

Jack Reeves finally managed to get out of the 
maiden class when he headed Tatiana in the last 
few strides of the second race. 

Presumption’s victory in the third was on the 
runaway order, for he scored as his rider pleased. 
Gabrio made a ba(l showing in this race. 

Tin* closing dash resulted in a lucky win for 
Business Agent over Miss Kruter. The latter was 
decidedly best, but stepped into a hole, which forced 
her from a contending position to hist place, from 
where she had to come in the stretch. Lucky It. 
landed third and after the finish was claimed by

A rule supplementary to the one now in vogue 
here relative to the claiming of beaten horses was 
promulgated by Judge Murphy and will go into 
effect at once. It follows: 

“No authorized agent or trainer will be permitted 
to claim a horse la-longing to his employer. As no 
trainer is permitted to enter more than one horse 
in a selling race, so no one having any interest con- 
tingent or otherwise in a horse may claim any horse 
under t lie care or superinteudency of hi’s own 
trainer.”

New York, January 21. — Seventeen two-year-olds 
from August Belmont’s Haras de Villcrs, in France, 
were sold at Durland's last night for a total of 
$10,825. While they were all of Mr. Belmont's breed- 
ing, it was made plain before tbe auction that Mr. 
Belmont was in no manner interested in the offer- 
ings, they having been sold before they were landed 
in this country. The real ownership of the horses 
was kept a close secret, as has been, ’the case ever 
since they reached New York, hut it was widely 
intimated that Herbert L. Pratt and Joseph K. 
Davis had purchased them as a speculation, while 
other horsemen were named us being interested in 
the sale. 

The prices obtained were far below those paid 
for the yearlings of Clarence II. Mackay sold in 
tin* same ring last month, but tbe colts and fillies 
still showed the effects of their long trip across 
tlie Atlantic and most of them were too small to 
attract good prices. 

The best prices were paid by It. W. Walden, who 
was representing 11. M. Maxwell of Key Mar, Md., 
and the fact that Mr. Maxwell is a brother-in-law 
to Mr. Davis created the impression that they were 
being bought in. 

Mr. Belmont, who was present, took a fancy to 
Bright Eyes when that filly was brought into the 
ring. She is by Ethelliert — Qu’elle Kst Belle and, 
(hough small, is good looking. Her dam was tbe 

winner of the French Daks and Mr. Belmont paid 

$800 for her. 

After tin* French two-year-olds had been disposed 
of, one two-year-old and five three-year-olds by 
English sires were sold for Edward Johnson, who 
brought them to this country. They were bred at 

Langdon Hill Stud in England and were a good- 

looking lot and well bred. There was no demand at 
all for them and the six sold for $850. which 

amount did not pay for their passage across the At- 
lantic. Mr. Johnson said that he could have ob- 
tained better prices at home in spite of the war.

NEARLY UNANIMOUS FOR RACING. 



Hot Springs Business League Will Now Arrange 
for a Meeting to Begin March 10. 



Hot Springs. Ark., January 21. — Out of nearly 
400 ballots cast by members of the Business Men’s 
League to ascertain whether or not the membership 
<*f that organization desired a race meeting here 
iM-giiining March 10, only thirteeu votes were re- 
corded against the project. The result was far 
more overwhelmingly in favor of racing than had 
been anticipated. 

President Gus Strauss of the league, who had 
previously made arrangements with Louis A. Celia, 
owner of the Oaklawn track, for the use of that 
eourse in the event tlie league would undertake 
thirty days of racing, guaranteeing the purses, said 
that the expression received from the league mem- 
bers was almost unanimous and that there was noth- 
ing left for the officials of that organization to do 
hut to complete arrangements already begun. 

"The sentiment in favor of racing in Hot Springs 
is most pronounced,” declared President Strauss. 
"This was manifested in the election of the league 
conducted last week, for we did not cure to undei- 
take this project unless we had the members of the 
league on record. By their vote in the affirmative 
they indicate they will give the project their un- 
qualified support and that is what we desired. We 
shall continue with our arrangements for the meet- 
ing and hope to inaugurate thirty days of racing in 
Hot Springs o n March JO. We feel that this enter- 
tainment will materially increase the patronage 
here and lengthen the season by a month or more.” 

QUITE AMBITIOUS RACING PLANS. 

New York. January 21. — The United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association will make rapid strides this year, 
with tlie $25,000 subscriptions, events of notable 
value to lie run over the Belmont Park Terminal 
course. The proposed program is out for the first 
and second days. May 13 and May 17. On the 
opening day there will lie seven races and no 
purse of less value than $500. while the Great 
Hunts Steeplechase lias an added value of $3,500. 
With thirty entries for this race, its estimated 
value will lie about $5,000. 

A new feature is scheduled, called the Timlier 
Toppers Champion Chase, over a four-mllo course 
with i wist and rail fences only. This will lie the 
first running of a race of this character in this 
section of the country. On the second day there 
will be six races one of which, the Masqueraders 
Steeplechase, will have $5,000 added, the distance 
being three miles over a brush course. Gentlemen 
riders will lie allowed five pounds except in races 
confined to gentlemen riders only and will receive 
a piece of plate for every winner ridden. 

Every variety of steeplechaser will lie called 
out. there being four kinds of jumping races, in- 
cluding steeplechase races for hunters, open selling 
steeplechases and timber toppers. 

It is the intention of tlie United Hunts Racing 
Association to hid for tlie highest class of racing 
over its natural grass course and, liy selecting the 
early dates iu May, it will have no conflict, unless
